Such pay was 
smeared by employers as “over- 
time” after the Supreme Court 
ruled in two cases that . workers 
were entitled to it. i 
The Senate, however, amended’ 
the bill by applying it to all indus- 
trices: and making it retroactive, 
thus wiping out all claims for back 
pay already in the courts. These 
two. features, said Marcantonio, 
should not get House approval. 


“The retroactivity clause in the

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, June 7.— A two-engined airliner, crammed with 81 pas- 
sengers and crewmen, crashed early today in the ocean just after the take-off, reportedly 
killing 58 persons in one of history's worst air tragedies. Thirty-four adults and 19 children 


were believed dead in the crash. @ 


U. S. Army, Air Foree and Coast 


Guard rescue crews dragged 28 
persons from the wreckage and the 


barracuda-infested waters. The 


survivors included four of the six 
crew members, 

.The plane, a reconverted C-46 
troop carrier originally designed to

The union ge came after 
continuous vain demands by blast 
furnace workers for proper safety 
and health measures and an end 
to the speedup. 
Names of two of the four men 
were disclosed by the union. 
Names of the other two were 
withheld. 
James Times, an electrician ‘in 
the gas-engine room, died -in late 
May at his home in Inverness. 
His wife found him unconscious in 
his chair. She called friends of the 
family, who tried to revive him 
by: artificial respiration. 


not involved in Times’ death since 
it occurred outside the mill. The 
county coroner declared _ that 
Times died of a “heart attack,” 

The coroner also made the 
same certification in the death of 


j|Eugene Cox, who dropped dead 


on top of a blast furnace earlier. 
Cox’s body, recently exhumed by 
his family’ and examined by pri- 
vate physicians, was found to 
contain definite traces of carbon 
monoxide gas. 

‘The official “heart attack” ver- 


dict has saved thousands of dollais 
in compensation for the company. 


District 8 officials of the steel- 
workers’. union ‘demanded _ inspec- 
tors of the Health Commissioner's 
office investigate the gas engine 
room after blast furnace workers 
had made numerous complaints 
last year. 


The inspectors found that the 
big internal combustion engines 
which run the generators and 
blowers empty their exhaust di- 
rectly into the gas engine room. 
The exhaust rises and hangs in 
a dense cloud in the rafters. No 
ventilating systém has been 
provided. 

The men who work around the 
big furnaces have directed their 
union officials to force the com- 
pany to provide exhausts and 
blewers and. permanent crews. of 
gas watches in the engine room. 
The company has posted more 
“work safety” signs around the 
mill, in an attempt to shift the 
responsibility for mill. deaths and

Two men charged with the at- 
tempted rape of a Negro woman, 
were bound over yesterday to the 
Grand Jury by Brooklyn~ Felony 
Court Judge Thomas H. Cullen, 
Jr. The men, Michael Caras, 25, 
a city bus driver, and. John P6ulos, 
23, an ice cream dispenser, are 
charged with an attack upon Mrs 
Catherine Scales, 28, last March 
14. 

Mrs. Scales told the court yes- 
terday how Caras and Poulos 
waited until all other passengers 
had left.the Mermaid Avenue Bus 
and then tried to rape her.. Preg- 
nant, at the time es suffered a 
miscarriage. 

When she resisted their ad- 
vances, Mrs. Scales declared, “they 
both grabbed me and tried to 
throw me on the floor of the bus.”

Building a System 
Of FBI Unionism 
IF OUR SO-CALLED “liberal” friends 
in Congress have their way, the Taft- 
Hartley Law, far from being repealed, 
would be shaped into a still more direct 
weapon for “FBI Unionism” than it has 
been. Two years of operation under T-H pro- 


vided ataple evidence that the anti-Communist 
affidavit is the key to the laws pattern. 

The affidavit introduced the following new 
principles in collective bargaining: 

© A union may not live or qualify for recog- 
nition because of certain PO- geet 
litical opinions of its officers. Fe } 

© A -union’s right to 
democratically elect its own 
officers, and the right of any 
of its. members to run for 


‘any olfice they choose, is 


abridged, if the unions are 
to qualify under the law 
governing~labor relations. 

® To enforce such a law, 
the government assumes. the 
duty of inspector of the po- 
and_ trends 
within a union (somewhat like inspection for 
income tax purposes), to determine who in the 
union does or doesn’t qualify for office and what 
union qualifies for “lawful” recognition. 

This pattern, which puts the government in 
the business of watching over the political opin- 
ions of .union officers and the “loyalty” of em- 
ployes in government or plants. working on 
government orders, also makes it “necessary 
to set up a machinery of inspectors of political 
opinion and, especially detectors of Communist 
opinion, membership or influence. Hence, the 
revival of the stoolpigeon business, once a profit- 
able monopoly of private detective - companies, 
but now “nationalized” and under FBI operation.

MONOPOLY. PROFITS SOAR 
ABOVE THE 1948 HIGHS 


By Labor Research Association 
UNEMPLOYMENT may increase, real wages may 
slump, the speedup may become more merciless, but the 


profit-takers are still sitting fairly pretty. Corporate profit 


rates are still soaring—even higher 
than in 1948. when the ratio of 
profits to fixed investment of 
stockholders had risen to 250 per- 
cent above 1939. (See. our Eco- 
nomic Notes, June, 1949.) 


After a look at the corporate 
profit reports for the first quarter 
of this year, the Financial World 
(May- 11) concluded that “the 
over-all picture is encouraging in 
view of the lower level of pro- 
duction indicated for this year.” 


The i of declining 

ut and swelling profits is not 

sO to find. For, in the words 

of the same finaricial journal, “In 

many cases, it would seem, man- 

agement is finding ways to increase 
operating efficiency.” 

This means simply that the 
workers are being squeezed harder 
to deliver more labor -in order to 
bolster the profit take of the com- 
panies, Sometimes the workers 
revolt, as at Ford, Singer, and 
other plants. But where there is 
no militant union to lead, the*em- 
ployers hope to have their own 
way. 

And when the employers are 
successful in this drive for greater 
productivity, under present cir- 
cumstances it means layoffs for 
workers and usually a rise in profits
